good things for railway corporations. 
The United States census, the reports 
of the Interstate 
Commerce Com- 


mission and the records of the year 
book of the Department of Agricul- 
ture, are placed side by side for the 
purpose 
of telling just what they 


really 
mean.

American dollar as the measure of 
value, 
it 
is found, among other 


things, that the net returns to the 
railroads of the country for the year 
1905 (8616,311,657) were less than 
one-third 
the net 
returns to the 


country's manufacturers, with nearly 
the same total capitalization,and less 
than one-fourth the net returns to 
the farmers of the nation. 


If it be claimed that the low net 


return to the railroads is because of 
their inflated capitalization, the re- 
ply is made that the present total 
capitalization, including 
all infla- 


tion, is only about 852,000 a mile, 
far less than that of the roads of any 
other country, as shown by Presi- 
dent 
Hadley 
of 
Yale, 
President 


Roosevelt 
and 
other 
authorities. 


And to make its profits the railroads 
have to spend more 
money 
than 


either 
manufacturers 
or 
farmers. 


Truth telling figures again show here 
that to get one dollar back in net re- 
turns it costs manufacturers 80.62 of 
capital, farmers 89.44 and railroads 
122.40. 


All deductions show that while the 


administration of the railroads is far 
more economical than that of either 
manufactures or agriculture, the re- 
turn^ to capital are far less, and this 
means that the prices for the rail- 
roads' 
product-transportation rates 


are relatively lower than the prices 
for 
the other products compared. 


Again, 
Interstate Commerce Com- 


mission figures show the average rail- 
way rate per ton per mile for 1905 t<> 
have been a decrease of 8.8 per cent 
over 
the ten year period between 


1890 
and 1899. 


That 
piratical 
speculators have 


brought about au unreasoning pre- 
judice against the railroads the writer 
concedes, but he urges the necessity 
for fair play if the nation's general 
health and prosperity are to be as- 
sured, and suggests the wisdom and 
good sense of 
readjusting popular 


impressions to fit the facts that the 
figures here 
quoted unmistakably

MONOPOLIES AND RINGS. • 


Olden Time Schemes For Obtaining 


Wealth and Power. 


Tho evil of monopolies and rings was 


known to unclontH, Arlntotle referring 
to them In his "Politics," and then, o*< 
now, 
it was found necessary to hold 


them In chock by lotflnlfitlon. 
The rno- 


nrfjiollst was In Konmn hvw called a 
durihimirltis and punished under the 
Lr>x Jiilln rk- Annona. 
Monopolies of 


clothing, fish and all articles of food 
wore prolrSiIt.od hy the Emperor Xeno 
under pain of conHsontlon and exile, so 
thnt It in curtain that the rings of 
the ancient ditys were as mischievous 
as flie.v arc- now. At Athens a law lim- 
ited Iho^imotint of com a rnnn might 
h'ly. Tho earliest recorded Instance we 
h.ivt; v.'as a corn ring. 


There Is an undent tradition that tho 


king who made .lo.soph his prime min- 
ister and com ml tied Into his hands the 
entire administration of Egypt was 
Apopl. Apopi was one of the shepherd 
kings and ruled over the whole of 
Egypt ns Joseph's philrnoh seems to 
have clone. The prime minister during 
seven yenrs of remarkable plenty 
bought tip every bushel of corn beyond 
the absolute needs of the Egyptians 
and stored it. During tho terrible fam- 
ine that followed he was able to get 
his own price and bartered corn suc- 
cessively for the Egyptian money, cat- 
tlo and hind and, taking one-fifth for 
pharnoh, made him supremely wealthy.
